CoBTantlon Hall, Cedar Point, O., 
■apt. 4.— The Democratic vtate con- 
vention assembled in the pavilion at 
Ibis summer resort, shortly after lU 
a. m. The decorations were elabor- 
ite and tbe attendance was large. 
Tbe paTilton standa directly on tbe 
beach of Sandusky bay, one side of 
It overlooking the water, so that the 
audience was fanned by the lake 
breesea. The weather was ideal, and 
ho larger crowd could have been 
more comfortably situated. 

Previous to the convention assem- 
bling the first congressional district 
delegation settled its contest by mak- 
bit Lewis G. Bernard state commlt- 
taeman. instead of Prescott Smith, 
ntere was another fight in the meet- 
Ing of the Twelfth district, where the 




REV. HEnBEHT S. nicBl.dW. 
vote for state committeeman resulted 
in 20 for Fred J. Heer and 20 for C 
C. Philbrick. and the tie vote contest 
waa left to be settled by tbe state 
committee, and later it decided in 
favor of He««r. 

Mayor Tom L. Johnson wa« escort 
ed across the bay from Sandusky to 
Cedar Point by a large j>arty of 
friends, and received a great ovation 
on landing at the beach. 

After Hon. W. J. Frey, chairman of 
the Democratic state central oommit- 
tise. had seenried order, prayer was 
offered by Rev. Theodore J. C. SWl- 
hom. Chairman Frey then reviewed 
the history of the last campaign, con- 
gratulated tbe party on the barmonl- 
oui and orgaiilaed condition of tbe 
Ohio Democracy at this time, and pre- 
sented to the convention the report of 
the committee of five, appointed last 
yaar on ways and means for better 
organliaiion. He explained that this 
report meant the establlabment of a 
thorough precinct, ward, asd towniblp 
organization ready U^' lauaadlate 
campaign service. 

In praising the work of the Quin- 
tet, l^aaded by Harvey Oarber. oandi- 
date for congress in the Fourth dis- 
trist, he said: "This committee has 
filed the names of 1,000 Democrats in 
Ohio, who could be called upon for 
work durttag the campaign, and that 
on its lists are names of men In every 
locality who have agreed to take the 
local resp<>n.sll)ility of an active or- 
ganisation for the coming campaign." 

He urged the convention to decide 
on a continuance of such a committee 
to maintain a permanent organization 
Ibe year round. He would have sub- 
Bcriblng members to this permanent 



committee, each of whom should pay 
$10 a year to bear its expenses. In

wlieh tha special comihtttea labored 
a year to build up, was turned over to 
the state central committee entirely 
paid for. The committee financed Its 
own work, and it has not an outstand- 
ing bill. This maana a snbatantial 
saving to the state central committee, 
said Prey, In the coming campaign. 

At the close of Chairman Prey's ad- 
dress, the report of the old quintet 
was adopted and the committee of 
five was discharged and the state ex- 
ecutive committee of nine selected by 
the state central cf)mmlttee was sub- 
mitted in its stead as successor in tbe 
permanent organization of the party. 

Hon. Tom Ia Johnson was then hi* 
trodaeed as the temporary chairman. 

Besides his set speech Mr. Johnson 
diverted to make references to events 
of the past daf«, espaelaaqriStriSft' 
recent revolt in Cincinnati' against 
what he called "board rule," under a 
boss at Cincinnati. 

There were cries of "how about the 
boss of Cleveland," and other denion- 
Btratlons, but the speaker command- 
ed the closest attention, and was 
loudly applauded at the close of his 
speech, receiving three cheers and a 
tiger. 

Hon. Charles W. Baker, of Cincln- 
aatl presented the name of the Kev. 

Herbert Bigelow. pa.'^tor of the Vine 
Street church at Cincinnati, for sec- 
retary of state, and he was nominat- 
ed without opposition. 
For both the long and tbe short 

terms a.s supreme Jiidges the names 
of a half dozen or more eminent law- 
yers had been mentioned. The rules 
were suspended, however, and Judge 
Michael Donnelly of Napoleon, who 
was regarded as the Johnson man, 
was nominated by acclamation. 

For food and dairy commissioner, 
the name of Senator John Krause of 
Cleveland, a friend of Mayor Johnson. 

was presented by representative M. 
E. Meiser and the name of Hon. Phil- 
ip H. Bruck of Columbus was pri'- 
sented by Webster P. Huntington. 

Htmtlngton closed with the follow- 
ing allusion to what was called the 
Johnson slate: "We stand with devo- 
tion and enthusiasm for the platform 
you have adopted, and for the candi- 
dates thaa fhr nominated. We gladly 
accept a leadership from Cuyahoga 
county, but we ask to be led and not 
driven. Recognize the claims (if all 
the Democrats of this great state 
upon your consideration. Shun fac- 
tionalism and sectionalism and par- 
tiality as you would tlie devil, and 
give us the justice we discrve." 

The first ballot for dairy and food 
commissioner stood: Kranse, 310 
Bruck, 398. Brack was declared the 
nominee and the Johnson slate In this 
case was broken. 

For member of the board of public 
works, Joseph J. Pater of Hamilton 
was nominated by acclamation. 

After adopting the rooster as Jl;e 
party emblem, authorizing the state 
committee to fill vacancies, and 
thanking the management of Cedar 
Point, the convention adjourned. 

The platform declared in favor of 
the Kansas Olty platfoim without 
specifically mentioning the iG-to-l sil- 
Ter plank, and praised W. J. Bryan 
It discussed stite taxation laws and 
the municipal code, declaring in favor 
of home rule

SECRET SERVICE AGENT IS KILLED. 



The fhorklnit Arddent Ooeiirred

Leaos, Mass., Sept. 4.— A terrible 
accident overtook the president's 
coach a short distance from Pitts- 
field, Mass. After a short visit to 
the home of ex-Senator Dawes, the 
president started en tha long drive 
to Lenox. He bad not gone far when 
an electric ear ran into tham. throw- 
ing everyone to the ground and badly 
damaging the vehicle. 

The president received cuts on the 
head, Governor Crane was bruised. 
William Craig, the secret service 
man, was Instantly killed. The presi- 
dent was able to resume bis Journey 
to Lenox, but sent word ahead that 
there should be no cheering. 

After leaving Senator Dawes' hotne 
the four carriages containing the 
president and bis immediate party 
were driven down South street, two 
carriages on either side. When near 
the Country club and at the railroad 
crossing, an electric car was noticed 
coming at a terrific rate of speed. Mr. 
Craig signalled to the motorman to 
stop, but be apparently paid no at- 
tention to the warning, and the car 
came plunging on its work of death. 

The president's carriage was liter- 
ally smashed to pieces. A witness of 
the accident sUted that the motor- 
man was speeding his car in order to 
reach the club. The president. Gov- 
ernor Crane and Secretary Cortelyou 
were piled up in a heap. The awe- 
Stricken crowd which witnessed the 
accident, rushed to the president's 
carriage, but met with no expecUtlon 
that be could be found alive. Tbe 
president was cut on the right side 
of his chin and his face is much 
swollen. 

Secret Service Agent William 
Craig was killed ontright. and D. J 
Pratt, the driver of the coach, fus 
talned a fracture in tne skull, which 
it is feared will result fatally. The 
coach was a regulation tally-ho ve- 
hicle. The accident happened at a 
point alxnit a mile and a half from 
this city, near the Pittstleld Country 
club house, while the pr<:iii(lent and 
his party were enjoying a coaching 
trip from Dalton, GoTcmor Crane's 
home, whcrf the president spent the 
night, to Unox, a distance of alxjut 
23 miles over the Birkshlrc hiils. 
Conductor and Motorman Arrested 
The car was in charge of Conduc- 
tor James Kelly, with Motorman 
Luke J. Madden on the front plat 
form. The car struck the coach In 
the rear and smashed in the back of 
the vehicle, tipping it over and throw 
ing Its occupants to the ground. The 
car was badly damaged. Motorman 
Madden and Conductor James Kelly 
were at once arrested and taken to 
Pittsfleld. Pratt, the driver of the 
coach, also was taken there and plaC' 
ed In the Pittsfleld hospital. 

The president and party went to 
the Country club nearby, wlu re their 
wounds were dressed. In a short 
time they proceeded to the Curtis ho 
tel, Lenox. 

The president retained his usual 
composure, although he was solicit- 
ous for the rest of those In tlie car- 
riage. The excitement was intense, 
and rumors flew thick and last that 
the president had baaa killed. After 
remaining at the scene of the acci- 
dent for an hour, the president de- 
termined to continue his Journey to 
Stoekbridge. Alter a brief stop at 
Lenox he was driven to the train. Dr. 
O. A. Lung of tbe navy, who accom- 
panied the president, gave mediaai 
assistance. 

The president's program included a 
Jonmey from this state through Con- 
necticut, and he was to stop at Lenox 
and Stoekbridge and Great Barring- 
ton, in Massachusetts, and at New 
Milford and Bridgeport in Connecti- 
cut. At Bridgeport the yacht Sylph 
was to meet him and taka Urn hack 
to Oyster Bay.

across the country from Lenox. The 
people had turned out U> pive him a 
welcome, but the news of the acci- 
dent had preceded him. His face was 
bady swollen. He stopped Just .long 
enough to say a few words. "I pre- 
sume you have heard that our party 
met with an accident, in which one 
man was killed. Therefore. 1 shall 
not address you beycnd thanking you 
for your klifl reception and reqaest 
that you make no applause or dem 
onstration of any kind."

Mr. Sheldon wa.s awakened by a 
noise In his house, ami arising he saw 
a negro just outside his door. fie 
procured a rifie and shut the man In 
the groin. The negro was taken to 
the town hall and a physician sum- 
moned. His Injuries are probably 
tetal. 

No Confidence. 

Washington, Sept. 4. — The report of 
Carroll I). Wright, the coniniissiDner 
of labor, on the anthracite coal strike 
was made public. Commissioner 
Wright finds that there is no confi- 
dence existing bftween the employes 
and their employers. This, he he 
lieves. Is one of the chief causes of 
the difllculties between the operators 
and miners. Commissioner Wright 
suggests that it would be reasonable 
and just for the nporators to concede 
at once a 9-hour day for a period of 
six months as an experiment He tnig- 
gests that there should be organized 
a Joint committee on oonciliatlon, 
comix)sed of rejiresentatives of the 
operators and of a new union of an- 
thracite employes, to which all griev 
ances should be referred for Investi- 
gation and that their decision should 
be flnal.

Iowa Demeerats. 

Des Moines, Sept 4. — State Chair- 
man S. F. .McConnell called the state 
Democratic convention to order. The 
|)rincipal issue was the wording of 
the plank with regard to the endorse- 
ment of tbe Kansas City platform. 
Charles A. Walsh, secretary of the 
national Deniocratlc committee, as- 
serted before tlieconvention convened 
that there was no doubt with regard 
to the endorsement and that tbe op- 
position would not have to exceed 
three representatives out of 11 upon 
the eoniniiltee on resolutiiTiis. K\- 
Governor Boies, who is leading the 
forces wly) desire the sliver question 
Ignored, would not concede his de- 
feat. H. C. Taylor of Davis county 
acted as temporary chairman, and de 
livered a speech of two hours' 
length. 

Protective Tariff Denounced. 
Sacramento, Cal., Sept. 4. — The 
Democratic state convention adopted 
a platform denouncing a protective 
tariff and the trusts as Inimical to the 
best inter(sts of tlie people; favoring 
the complete exclusion from all Amer 
lean territory of Chinese; demand in;,' 
the enactment of laws, state and fed- 
eral, prohibiting the issuance of In- 
junctions In labor disputes infringing 
upon the rights of free speech, free 
assemblage and freedom to organize. 
The platform endorses the construc- 
tion of the isthmian canal, and favors 
legislation looking to its early com- 
pletion, favors an 8 hour day for all 
go\ernment I'nipl.'; es and the con- 
struction of government vessels in 
navy yards. 

For Amateur Relnamen. 
Cleveland, Sept 4. — Through a mis 
understanding the impression pre 
vails that the third trotting of the 
Boston challenge cup will occur at 
Cleveland on Friday. The race will 
take place on Thursday. Lord Derby 
and the Monk, who will start against 
the cup defender. John A. McKerron, 
have arrived here, together with oth- 
er horses of the C. K. G. ISillings and 
B. E. Smathers stables. Fully (iU 
horses from New York. Boston. Syra- 
cuse, Pittsburg, Columbus and Chi- 
cago are now at the Cleveland track 
awaiting th(>ir engagements la the 
Inter-City matinee for amateur reins- 
men, which will taka plaee Sept. 4 
and 5. 



THIRD ATTACK ON THE COAST FORTS. 



The Maneuvers Are Regarded as Ef- 
fective M Well as Spectacular. 
Decision of the Umpire 
AaakNisly Awalied.

New London, Conn., Sept. 4. — At 
sunrise the naval enemy made its 

third attack on the forts of New Lon- 
don district. It Is said to have been 
most effaative. as well as moHt spec- 
tacular asove that has taken place 
Since the maneuvers begun. The Br- 
ing begun at 4:50 a. m., and contin- 
ued almost incessantly for two hours, 
being directed at Fort Wright, Fish- 
er's island. Tbe attacking squadron 
was composed of tha battleablpa 
Kearsarge, Alabama, Massachusetts 
and Indiana. 

The sun was well up when the four 
ships were seen coming from the di- 
rection of Gardiner's bay. Just as 
soon as the first ship wss la firing 
distance she was fired upon from Fort 
Wright, it seemingly lielng the pur- 
pose to capture that strongly fortified 
place, believed to be capable with the 
aid of Forts Mlchie and Terry of cop- 
ing with the strongest fieet afloat. 
The ships kept pretty well out in 
passing Race Rock light, but made no 
attempt to enter into an engagement 
with either .Mlchie or Terry, very few 
guns being fired from these fbrts dur- 
ing the two hours of fighting. It was 
a determined attack on Fort Wright, 
and the firing from the guns and mor- 
tars of the fort was kept, up inces- 
santly as the four ships formed in line 
for battle and sailed slowly by the 
fort, exchanging shot for atiol, as far 
as iK)sslble. 

Before attacking the fort the ships 
made a detour and then swung well 
in towards Fisher's island and com- 
menced the bombardment after two 
ships each had taken position at the 
front and rear of Fort Wright. 

Colonel Davis, commanding the dis- 
trict, was at the "-i^-nal station. The 
firing was kept up t'< r about half an 
hour, wlu u the ships sailed well out 
towards the Race again, tbe defend- 
ers believing the ships were to re- 
treat in the direction whence they 
came. Suddenly the ships turner, and 
again made a vigorous attack on I-"ort 
Wright, this time attempting to make 
a landing. One of tbe big ships drew 
in pretty ctose to the fort, and with 
rapid fire covered tbe landing party, 
liut in opposition to this mo\ement 
the Galling guns at the fort were 
brought Into requisition, and ilie land- 
ing party was evidently repelled, or 
rather that particular phase cf this 
attack was not considered suc:- 's.-!'m1. 

After the conclusion of this second 
attack, the ships steamed out into the 
race and back In the direction of 
Block island. 

Both on the jia'-sa'Je and from Fort 
Wright, the ships made ailael.s on 

Fort .Mansfield at .N'apat Point. un<l 

It Is quite likely that Manstielu will 
be considered as having been reduced 
by the enemy, and perhaps i..e enemy 
will claim Fort Wright, for the ships 
ci rtaiiily did p\it up the fiercest kind 
of a naval attack. They were han- 
dled skillfully, and their fire was very 
effective. Still army o.Hcoiv claim 
that Fort Wright was competent to 
cope with four battlf sJiips even with- 
out assistance from Furt Mlchie and 
Fort Terry. The decision of the um- 
pire is •(Ti\io\islv awaited. 

Gates' Petition Granted. 
Denver. Sept. 4.— The United States 
circuit court assumed Jurisdiction In 
the suit of George E. Bartlett for an 

injunction to restrivn t'le C'llorridn 
Fuel and Iron cunpiiiiy froi i ; ol.ling 
its annual • leci'on >f oi'ieiis 'llie 
suit was brought in the uistnct court 
of this state, and Judge .Mulllns grant- 
ed an ex parte In.i.tiictlon. ca 'sirg an 
indefinite postponeui. iit of t!ie elec- 
tion, which was to have been l.eld In 
this city on Aug. 20. Attorneys for 
John W. Gates and associates, who 
are seeking , to gain control of the 
company, petitioned the federal court 
to assume Jurisdiction In the case, 
and the application was granted by 
Judge H. C. Caldwell.
